The affair is rath- 
er iuyaterious, but it is believed that 
the two had quarreled. In the past 
they have had many quarrels.

they heard a scuffle in the houso Sun- 
day evening, followed by throe shots. 
A short time later Mrs. Brozik ran out 
of tiie house and sought refuge in the 
iom 9 of her married 
son 
nearby, 


where sho was arrested a few hours 
later by Constable Jacob Allatnon. She 
wa« arraigned on a charge of murder 
before Square William Jeffries of New 
Salem and brought to jail. 


According to Mrs. Brozik the two 


had a quarrel in the evening. A re 
volver was on the table, and Grozik 
made a dive for it. In the souffle that 
ensued a shot was fired, the bullet 
lodging in the ceiling. She then wrest- 
ed the gun from her husband and flr- 
ed two shots through his heart. 


It is believed that the couple had 


been drinking, for a beer keg was in 
tho room. Coroner A. S. Hagan will 
invcstisate'"the case, assisted by Coun- 
ty Detective Alex McBoth.
